Six Pastors. Who Had Been In- 
vited to Religious Census Ses- 
sion, Stopped at Door. 


An unexpected incident caused great 
embarrassment, Thursday afternoon to 
religious leaders of all denominations 
who met at the Mercantile Club tv 
prepare for a religious census of the 
entire city. Negro clergymen were bar- 
red because of an inflexible rule which 
forbids negroes from entering the 
rooms of the club, 
white persons were ~ at 
the conference. Leading Protestant 
ministers, Catholic priests, Jewish rab- 
bis, Sunday school teachers and _ busi- 
ness men were there and an invitation 
had been extended to six negro pastors. 


Doorman Bars the Way. 
John Ahern, the doorman, stopped the 


negroes at the entrance to the club. To 
their pleas for admission he said he was 
sorry, but an ironclad rule forbade it. 
They appealed to George Warren 
Brown, chairman of the meeting. Brown 
asked that the negroes be admitted, but 
the doorman was obdurate. 

After a hurried conference, a second 
meeting at which the negro pastors 
could be present was arranged for next 
week, and they departed. 

Aside from this the meeting was har- 
monious and enthusiastic. March 25 was 
set as the day when enumerators should 
visit every home in the city to ascer- 
tain the religious preferences of the in- 
mates. The census will be taken be- 
tween 2 and 4p. m. J. Shreve Durham, 
superintendent of the International 
Sunday School Association, explained 
‘the methods used in taking a similar 
census in other cities. 

City in 40 Districts. 

St. Louts will be divided into 4 dis- 
tricts with a district chairman over 
each. The district chairman will direct 
volunteer enumerators who will visit 
the homes in pairs. The information 
will be tabulated. 

The names of those who announce 
church preferences will be put on cards, 
and the cards will be sent to the leaders 
of the denomination concerned most in 
each case. Where no preference is 
given, cards will be sent to representa- 
tives of all denominations.

“Gen.” Rosalie, Jones and her suffragette 


army marched triumphantly into Washington today, through the capitol 
grounds, and down Pennsylvania avenue, with an escort of local enthusi- 
asts and citizens which fairly choked the streets and delayed traffic. 

It was one of the most remarkable street demonstrations ever seen 


here. : 

A presidential -inauguration . could 
hardly have. presented. a more enthu- 
siastic spectacle than Pennsylvania av 
enue from the Capitol to the Treasury 
Building after the plucky, disheveled 


‘band of suffrage pilgrims swung wearily 


around the Peace Monument for the 
final march of their 20-mile walk for 
the cause of equal franchise. 

Incoming Presidents have not iveceived 
more’clamorous applause than did the 
company of brown-clad women, who. 
huddled in a little group, were forced 
to fight their way through veritable 
walls of shouting humanity for every 
step of the last mile of their historic 
‘*hike.’’ 

Police were powerless to restrain the 
crowds which overflowed from the side- 
walks and choked the long thorough- 
fare from the Capitol to the suffragetts 
headquarters. So dense was the mob 
of cheering men and women that the 
march up Pennsylvania avenue ~esolved 
itself into a struggle to make pr-ugress. 

Though no brass band heralded the 
survivors, who 17 days ago left New 
York for the advance on Washington, 
a bedlam of sound rent the air from the 
moment the hikers were in sight of the 
Capitol until they were jammed into a 
struggling mass of men, women, auto- 
mobiles and carriages before suffragette 
headquarters. Automobile horns and 
whistles kept up a din accompanying 
the shouts of the spectators. Even the 
street grandstands, erected for Inaugu- 
ration Day, were jammed with people, 
despite the efforts of guards to keep 
back the crowds. 

Comrades Lock Arms. 

To prevent disruption of their column 
in demonstration, “Gen.’’ Rosalie Jones 
and her tired comrades locked arms and 
in two lines clung together, moving only 
when police could’ clear the way for 4 
short advance. In every block they 
were halted repeatedly, the crowds 
greeting them everywhere along the line 
with tempestuous demonstration. Men 
and women alike braved the horses’ 
hoofs and chugging automobiles of the 
suffrage army escort to grasp the hands 
of the suffrage pilgrims. 

When the Treasury was reached, 80 
dense was the mob that the police with 
great difficulty cleared a narrow path- 
way through which the marchers could 
pass to the crowning glory of their 
achievement, at Suffrage House. 

Here, as soon as she could get her 
breath, “Gen.” Jones, lifted by stal- 
wart attendants to an automobile, shout- 
ed through a megaphone the message of 
equal suffrage, and gave thanks for 
the end of the long, hazardous tramp of 
her army. She begged the tndulgence 
of the throng, promising to “talk you to 
death’’ before she Jeft Washington.

suffrage army, and Miss Catherine 
Burns also spoke briefly, but their words 
were lost in the deafening cheers that 
echoed. 

For 20 minutes the ‘“‘hikers’’ waited in 
the street until the police could disperse 
the crowd and then they were rushed 
into the office of the suffrage workers, 
where they remained only a moment 
and were takén to hotels for a brief rest 
before luncheon. 

The marchers’ were greatly relieved 
when informed of the receipt of a tele- 
gram from the national suffrage head- 
quarters announcing regret that there 
had been a misunderstanding over who 
should deliver the suffrage message to 
President-elect Wilson. ‘“Gen.”” Jones 
was assured that her pilgrims would be 
pe@mitted to take the message, pro- 
vided an interview with the new Presi- 
dent can be arranged after the inaugu- 
ration.

Accounts of the mumber of persons tr 
the building differed to such an exterit 
that accurate estimates of the death 
list were impossible today. The iegister 
of the hotel burned, but some of the 
hotel employes said many of the iodgers 
were not registered. At noon only abou: 
23 out of @ persons, estimated to have 
been in the building, had been ac- 
counted for definitely, but it was known 
that many of those who had escaped 
left the neighborhood without revealing 
their identities. 

Several business firma had o.:sarters 
in the buildings and their losses, a: ded 
to those of the hotel owners, brought 
the financial damage to about ‘$260,000. 

A block watchman discovered the fire 
and turned in a “still alarm’ by tele- 
phone at 4:45 a. m. He rushed out and 
found the clothing store of Raphael- 
Pred in flames, and turned in a second 
and third alarm, which brought out the 
entire downtown fire-fighting fvu:ce. 

It is believed the fire started in the 
rear, probably in the furnace room in 
the basement. Persons in the neigh- 
borhood at the time say there was an 
explosion, apparently of gas, and in a 
few minutes the entire interior was in 
flames.

Two Women Driven Insane. 

Mrs. C. E. Wilkins, wife of the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, and a Swedish 
housekeeper known as Tina, were driven 
temporarily insane by terror, but both 
were rescued. 

Mrs. Wilkins, who, with her sister, 
had a room on the second floor facing 
the alley in the rear, dragged her sister, 
Miss Alice Bonnevie, to the window. 
There Miss Bonnevie collapsed and Mrs. 
Wilkins was forced to jump for her 
own life. Two policeman broke her fall, 
but she was badly injured. Her sister's 
body is im the ruins. 

Capt. Engel, a member of No. 3 fire 
company, was seen by his comrades to 
enter the burning building, and was not 
found afterward. It it not believed that 
any other firemen perished. 

The few guests who escapel from 
second story windows or from the one 
entrance on the Thirteenth street side, 
dig so in scanty attire. They were car- 
ried to a drug store across the rtreet 
and to @ nearby restaurant and iatert 
cared for at neighboring hotels. 

Among the injured at the Omaha 
General Hospital are Iona Jennings of 
Omaha, Clara Newman of Omaha, Marx 
Hemmingway of Ewing, Neb., and Izzin 
Steiss, a newspaper carrier, who was 
overcome by smoke after he had guided 
three people to the street.

The unwillingness of the United 
States Senate to listen to a Senator air 


‘his views at 4 a. m. will make it possible 
‘for St. Louis to have washed air in the 


new Postoffice on Elghteenth street, op- 
pesite Union Station. 

The . Senate appropriated $47,550 for 
this and other improvements for the St. 
Louis Postoffice rather than hear a 
speech by Senator William J. Stone in 
vehalf of the. appropriation, according 
to a news dispatch. 

Postmaster Akins says that if the ap- 
rropriation is sanctioned by the House 
of Representatives, work on the im- 
rrovements wiil be begun within a short 
time. There is more need for washed 
air at the Postoffice than in any other 
rublic building in St. Louis, he says, be- 
cause it is in the heart of the Terminal 
belt, where the air is always smoky and 
filled with soot. 

As the outer air enters the building 
it will pass over coils which will be kept 
moist by jets of water constantly play- 
ing on them. This will create a filter 
of dampened air which will catch and 
hold all of the impurities of the outer 
air. This system of washing air is em- 
ployed in all of the newer public school 
buildings in St. Louis. 

The appropriation also will provide 
money for constructing at least two, 
and possibly three, new elevators to 
carry mail from basement to the dis- 
tributing rooms. A vacuum cleaning 
system also will be installed.

28.—Dr. Ray- 
University of 
littsburg gave a lecture before the 
Twentieth Century Club on the effects 
of smoke and soot on human life and 
on business, and the high cost of living. 
His talk was illustrated with stereopti- 
con views, one of the most impressive of 
which was a pair of bottles, one holding 
a half pint of soot and the other nearly 
as much. 

The half pint of soot caused the death 
of a Pittsburg peddler and was taken 
from his lungs. The smaller bottle rep- 
resented the amount of soot that gen- 
erally might be found in the lungs of a 
Pittsburger, perhaps a quarter of a pint. 

The toll which the smoke nulsance col- 
lects in cash is $500,000,000 a year, ac- 
cording to the estimate of Prof. Benner, 
or $17 for every man, woman and child 
in. the United States. Between 80 and 90 
per cent of this could be saved by 
smoke-consuming apparatus and _ the 
proper handling of furnaces.

President-Elect Favors Repeal of 
Part of Panama. Bill Exempi- 
ing U. S. Ships. 





By Associated Prese. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—President- 


elect Wilson has made known to Dem- 
ocratic Senate leaders most closely in 
his confidence that he favors the pas- 
sage of Senator Root’s amendment to 
repeal the provision exempting Ameri- 
can coastwise ships from payment of 
tolls. 


It was said today that the President- 
elect had made his position plain late- 
ly to several Democratic Senators. It 
was the subject of remark because Sen- 
ator O’Gorman of New York, who has 
been regarded as more or less of a 
spokesman for Wilson, is a sturdy op- 
ponent of the Root amendment, and a 
champion of free passage for American 
ships. 

There is no likelihood of any action 
upon the Root repeal amendment during 
the few remaining days of the Six- 
ty-second Congress. It was recently ta- 
bled in the Senate Interoceanic Canals 
Committee, thus preventing the possi- 
bility of even being brought before the 
Senate on a minority report. 

It is expected to be renewed at the 
next Congress, probably in the extra 
session. 

The rejoinder of the British Govern- 
ment to the last American note regard- 
ing the Panama Canal zone tolls ques- 
tion has been delivered to Secretary. 
Knox by Ambassador Bryce. Though 
naturally of great interest to Secretary 
Knox, he will make no effort to consid- 
er it, but will allow the negotiations on 
the American side to be continued by 
his successor in office. 


COURT DECIDES KAISER 
CANNOT FIRE TENANT 


Emperor Wanted to-Throw Him 
Out ‘Because He Was 
. No Good.” 

ELBING, Germany, Feb. 28.—Emperor 
William today lost a law suit brought 
against him by a tenant farmer named 
Sohst whom he boasted during a recent 
speech that he had “thrown | out because 
he was no goog.” 

The District Court decided that the 
Emperor was not entitled to terminate 
the lease of his tenant, which ran until 
1918. 


DOCTOR OBTAINS VERDICT 


Sues Another Doctor for $10,- 
000; Awarded $2380. 

A verdict for $2880 was returned, Fri- 
day, in Judge Hennings’ court in favor 
of Dr. J. J. Link and against Dr. M. M. 
Hamlin and the American Medical Jour- 
nal. Dr. Link sued for $10,000 damages 
resulting from an article which ap- 
peared in the medical publication, of 
which Dr. Hamlin is the publisher, 
shortly after he was made president of 
the American Medical College in June, 
1910. 

At the time Dr. Link took office the 
school was electic and he changed it to 
allopathic. The article, which was signed 
by Dr. A. F. Stephens, censured Dr. 
Link. In the petition for damages Dr. 
Stephens was named as one of the de- 
fendants, but before the trial counsel 
for Dr. Link exonerated him. Dr. Link 
said that Dr. Stephens had apologized.

Couple Agrees to Have Them 
Thrown From Bridge. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Since the 
death of Mrs. Fredericka K. Sachle- 
ben, of Brooklyn, on Tuesday, it has 
become known that she and her hus- 
band, William, have made a strange 
agreement each to have their bodies 
cremated, their ashes mingled and 
scattered from the middle span of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

The woman's body was taken to a 
crematory today. The ashes will be 
placed in an urn and preserved until 
the death of her husband, at which 
time Ernest M. Friendrichs, a son-in- 
law will carry out the wishes of both 
according to the terms of the agree- 
ment.

“TI protested! ‘The American mother 
is noted for the personal care and com- 
ranionship which she gives to her chil- 
dren. And, according,to the novels, the 
English mother sereneiy turns her little 
ones over to the care of the nursery 
maid.’’ 

The English instructor was not dis- 
tur bed. 

‘The average English mother has 
much more to do with the education of 
her daughter than the average Ameri- 
car. mother,” she reiterated. “When 
the children are very little indeed thev 
may safely be left in charge of nurses 
skilled in supplying their physical wants 
- practically their only ones at thai 
stage. But as the girls grow older they 
spend more and more time wit their 
mother, and she exercises an exceed- 
ingly careful supervision over thelc 
r.anners as Well as over their morals 
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she enjoyed as a girl.” 

“It’s true,” Miss Bury-Palliser ad- 
mitted, ‘that the mother often ioesat 
know what to do. But,”’ with a quick 
fiash, ‘‘she should learn! I've taught 
nany & grown woman good manners. 
And nothing, absolutely nothing, can 
take the place of the mother’s persona: 
irfluence on her daughter—if it is ex- 
erted. The school can do much, but it 
ought not to be asked to do all. 

‘Too often the mother attempts to 
hold the hands of the school. Unable or 
unwilling to discipline her daughter 
herself, she tries to protect she child 
against the teacher. I even know of 
one American school which has ovfficlal- 
ly declared the will of its pupileg su- 
preme. When I was asked to go there 
the principal explained, ‘Now, wa work 
under the law of love. We never com- 
mand our girls to do anything. We 
or.ly tell them what is right and wise, 
hui we leave it to them to accept or re- 
ject our counsels.’ 

“TI didn’t take a class in that school,” 
edded Miss Bury-Palliser, a ‘twinkle 
stowing in her blue eyes. “I told the 
principal that I was afraid it wasnt 
the sort of institution where I could get 
along, because when I told girlstodoa 
thing I expected them to do it! 

' A T several schools I have seen 

girls gnawing at their bread, 
chewing and sucking their chicken 
bones, or trying to swallow their soup 
spoons. Surely a girl’s mother should 
teach her table manners before send- 
ing her off to boarding school! 
“Why, Miss Bury-Palliser broke off, 
a note almost of exasperation in her 
smooth voice, ‘‘nine times out of ten 
when I'm teaching two girls to enter a 
room as mother and daughter, what 
does daughter do but elbow ahead and 
rush in three feet before her parent! 
That’s almost typical of the American 
girl’s attitude. The only remedy that 
I can offer is that the American mother 
put her foot down and keep it down.” 
And yet Miss Bury-Palliser feels that 
the American girl's independence is 
wanting in some respects. What these 
are she will tell later.
